Although beginning school requires a: great deal of 
adjustment on the part of parent and child, those “stepping 
up” too, need some careful consideration. In this article then 
let’s consider the implications of such moves.

anticipation and lessen the anxieties which can arise. 


THE. NATURE OF 
EDUCATION 


First of all let ds agree on the 
nature of education which is p 
vided in this State. c 


No one would suggest that our 
system is perfect but despite its 
imperfections we are fortunate, 
that the education of our child- 
ren is adequately provided for, 
that it is improving all the time 
and education is available to all. 


All schools are concerned with 
the growth and development of 
the child in all aspects so that 
we might think of this develop- 
ment in the form of an inverted 
pyramid. The schools start at 
the inverted apex and build on 
and widen the child’s potentiali- 
ties to finish with a broad and 
interested personality. Here in 
Altona we are as well endowed 
with primary schools as any- 
where. How can we make the 
best use of these facilities? 


THE CHILD 


Fortunately the child’s natural 
curiosity about everything equips 
him rather well with a know- 
ledgable acquaintance of many 
things. Incidentally as parents 
we need to see this acquaintance 
is made with as many things as 
possible. 


_,With these impressions. and 
ideas he sets off to school. If for 
the first time then he must learn 
to fit in with the group and if 
he's an “old hand” thén he must 
fit in with a new group. The first 
impressions are always vivid 
ones and vitally important in the 
attitude and interest to be de- 
veloped through the year. 


Understanding parents at this 
stage will be extremely tolerant 
at home and allow for some flexi- 
bility of home routines so that 
all the child’s energies may be 
constructively used to adjust to 
the new situation. Perhaps meal- 
time or bed-time rules will need 
to be relaxed or perhaps family 
relationship may be re-adjusted 


temporarily. 


If we consider the time it 
takes for us as adults to settle 
into new jobs or new recreational 
groups. then some idea of the 
difficuities which confront the 
child may be understood. The 
home as always provides the 
secure base from which the 
child can venture forth confi- 
dently and independently and the 
secure home base to which he 
can return and unburdea his 
troubles at the end of the day. 


The link between home and 
school is vital at this stage. The 
wise parent will re-enforce the 
lessons learned at school that 
day. Even when, in the child's 
version, the correction or ‘what- 
ever may seem somewhat un- 
Teasonable the parent must at 
Jeast appear to be on_ the 
teacher's side. The child should 
understand from the beginning 
that the parents faith in the 
teacher is such that her de- 
cisions are correct, that the 
parents sees the teacher as a 
professional person qualified in 
all aspects to know what is best 
for children.

We as adults have recognised 
for a long time that not all of us 
operate at.like speeds. This is 
obvious in things which demand 
physical skills but not so obvious 
but equally true in mental pro- 
cesses. 


As parents we tend to be 
anxious that our offspring excell 
in all fields and it will probably 
take us sometime to realise, as 
the schools do, that the physical 
and mental growth of our child- 
ren is something that cannot “be 
pushed or hurried: 


If you have come back to 
school to hunt for a missing 
jumper or blazer, then you will 
understand how lifeless a school 
is without its children. The 
“school just around the corner” 
is a misnomer, the building 
which houses the school. would 
be more appropriate. Bricks 
and mortar don’t make a school. 
A school is made up of the pupils 


to make it a vital, living. 
They work together within the 


aids to develop a busy interested 
society. 

As said before the teachers 
are professional people well 
aware of their tremendous re- 
sponsibility and well able to use 
ail available media to contribute 
to the best growth of each in- 
dividual. They would agree with 
American educationalist 
Williams who said when writing 
about the future of pupils in his 
care “Even tomorrow is un- 
known. But one fact is clear. 
The child will live a future in 
terms of how he lives today. 
Will he learn to face facts, will 
he learn to accept a struggle, 
will be develop self-reliance, will 
he seek life gladly and -experi- 
ence the strength that comes 
from devotion of his energies 
to causes that lie outside his 
own safety and security ?” 


{ Perhaps one thing more needs 
ito be said. Most psychologists 
and educationalists agree the 
first three or four years largely 
determine the child’s’ school 
career. Both the formation of 
his attitude to education and his 
understanding of its importance 
are laid down in these first 
years. If, as a parent, you 
value education. then it is 
obviously essential that in these 
formative years a confident and 
happy approach is developed. 

A clear understanding of the 
school’s objectives will help you 
work closer with the teacher 
and the school in providing a 
secure routine into which the 
child fits easily. 


PARENT-TEACHER 
RELATIONSHIPS 


Most schools now have fre- 
quent opportunities for parent- 
teacher meetings and most 
schools are happy to see parents 
and discuss the individual prob- 
lems that arise. 


If we remember that both 
teacher and parent have a com- 
mon objective—the development 


too are not all the same. It may 
be that you and the teacher do 
not agree in some areas. An ob- 
jective discussion around such 
aspects can help both appreciate 
the others point of view. Re- 
member, too, that Jim or Jane 
need to have enrichment of 
their personalities brought about 
by meeting people, different 
people. 


Tt may be that problems exist 
because either parent or teacher 
is not aware of some feature of 
the child’s background. Such 





things need to be understood so 

at both parent and teacher can 
make some constructive effort to 
resolve them, 

Education like all other areas 
of knowledge has extended its 
horizons so that your child won't 
necessarily do things the way 
you did them as children. Par- 
ent-teacher interviews help put

PARENT-SCHOOL 
RELATIONSHIP 


These parents who have ex- 
perienced other systems of edu- 
cation overseas will know that 
here in Australia we have a con- 
siderable leeway to make ap. 


Here where the Federal in- 
come tax is distributed through 
the State System it's rather easy’ 
to allow the administrative of 
the schools to become remote 
and impersonal. . 


Although school aomnfittees 
and mothers’ clubs have a long 
history, their link with the school 
policy and the school objectives 
bave been limited. It may be 
that this will change slightly so 
that ‘these groups, which are 
very close to the schoo] and its 
administration, are able to edu- 
cate the comniunity more in the 
aims of the school. 


All schools require parental 
help for finance and equipment. 
As parents we should be glad to 
contribute for such help will 
make the school a more efficient 
place and our children and the 
community, generally must bene- 


Such financial help, if shared 
between all parents, doesn’t de- 
mand a great deal of each 
family. 


These facts remain whatever 
our politica) opinions may 5 
No one has yet +otalled the 
State-wide assistance givén in 
this matter, but it would be 
very considerable.

Most schools provide severa} 
opportunities for parent classes 
during the year. These may be 
in the New Maths. or New Art 
or . other recent educational 
trends. Whatever their subject, 
they are expressly for parents 
benefit, they have taken some 
considerable time in prepara- 
tion and they deserve to be well 
supported. 


Because of the way our econo- 
mic system works it is unavoid- 
able but most unfortunate that 
schools seem somewhat remote 
from the community which they 
serve. Dad goes to work, the 
children go to school and never 
the two shall meet. Teachers 
therefore would welcome dis- 
cussion with parents from in- 
dustry and commerce for it helps 
them better link school and com- 
munity together. Management 
for instance employs many of 
the group discussion techniques 
used in the Social Studies or 
English lesson. ‘ 


Not the least of the argument 
in favour of close school-home 
ties is the fact that most chil- 
dren are rather astute. They 
are well able to measure up the 
verbal assurances of support we 
give with the actual physical or 
material assistance we proffer. 
If the school within the commun- 
jty assumes its rightful place 
in our thinking then the children 
will know it.

A traf- 
fic jam around the flagpoles be- 


came inevitable as drivers 
manoceuvred for positions under 
the deluge. 


The lawns damaged by the 
drought now took a_ beating 
from the cars. 

Determined to make the most 
of the water, some drivers stood 
in the downpour and rubbed 
their cars with rags. 

One wondered how, with their 
dripping wet bodies and water 
teeming down, they re-entered 
the cars without taking gallons 
of water into the driving seat. 

Photographers also risked a 
wetting to get that snap of the 
year. % 

To take their photos they kept 
“ducking” out from under cover 
of the Council Chamber.

been formed. 


A__ Government subsidy of 
$72,000 has been promised ($3 
for $1 basis), 


Final details of building plans 
for an assembly hall gymnasium 
which will hold more than 800 
comfortably, have been ap- 
proved. Tenders should be ad- 
vertised this month or in Febru- 
ary. 


Social Service 


Although the school is urg- 
ently in need of funds, especi- 
ally for the assembly hall pro- 
ject, Mr. Seamer pointed out 
that it has not been permitted 
to adversely affect the school's 
concern for the welfare of 
others. 


The boys encouraged by the 
efforts of enthusiastic teachers 
have raised (almost entirely 
from weekly donations) the re- 
markable sum of $954 curing 
1967 — only $46 short of $1,000. 


Of this money $500 was allo- 
cated to Community Aid Abroad 
(water drilling equipment. etc., 
for India), $100 to State Schools’ 
Relief Fund, $50 each to the 
Altona, Footscray, Werribee and 
Williamstown Hospitals, $50 to 
the Tasmanian Bush Fire Relief 


and $50 to Chislon Spastic 
Centre. 
Acknowledgments 


Mr. Seamer said any’ listing 
of those to whem the school is 
indebted would be inadequate 
because so many people are 
involved. 


He added that the school is 
particularly fortunate in having 
excellent co-operation from jocal 
municipal authorities, from 
Apex, Lions and Rotary Clubs, 
and from representatives of 
local industrial establishments. 


But, said Mr. Seamer. from 
the list of special awards it is 
evident that interest in the 
school extends well: beyond local 
boundaries.

Cases of misrepresentation in 
packaging of goods or false ‘ad- 
vertising should be reported to 
the Censumer Protection Caun- 
cil urged Cr. J. J. Ginifer, 
Member for Deer Park, during 
the debate in parliament on the 
Weights and Measures Bill. 


He said, “The Opposition 
agrees with the principles con- 
tained in this Bill because it 
gives legislative support to an 
attempt to eradicate: the per- 
nicious habit which has crept 
into advertising practices of to- 
day. All honorable . members 
have seen the expressions ‘Big 
gallon,;’ “4 cents off,’’ “Econ- 
omy size’ and “Giant, size’’ on 
the labels of products, which 
represent no gain to the pur- 
chasers. This Bill provides that, 
if those expressions are used, 
there must also be shown quite 
legibly the actual , quantity, 
weight or volume of the .con- 
tents of the article, so’ that the 
purchaser will be enabled to 
[make a comparison with similar 
products. 


“Action should’ also be taken 
on’ the false advertising that 
frequently appears in cato- 
logues. Because of lack .of 
transportation, many people in 
the distant parts of the State 
must rely on mail order adver- 
tising by city firms. I am pleased 
to say that this type of adver- 
tising is not as prevalent today 
as it was some years ago. 


“I. direct attention, to an 
article which appeared in the 
“Weekly Times’ on July 12, 1967, 
which states: 


‘Manufacturers must take 
housewives for fools if they be- 
lieve we don't mind paying ex- 
orbitant prices for small quan- 
tities of breakfast cereals if 
they are sold to us rattling 
around in an enormous packet.

He said: “I have some 
feelings for the ‘stayputs.’ 
In our present community, 
the motor car has become 
the tyrant and freeways

“If a person does not possess 
a garage, it is said that he 
should be allowed to park his 
car on the nature strip — no- 
body seems to worry about 
motor cars parked in the street. 
However, if one wants te con- 
duct a business, one must do 
so in one’s own backyard. There 
are fewer garages than there 
are motor cars, and some fami- 
lies seem to own two cars. if 
a shortcut is wanted from one 
place to another, the attitude is 
“just knock down a street of 
houses.’ 


“Many people, particularly 
those in my own age group, do 
not wish to leave the area in 
which they have lived for many 
years. If one owns a property 
in the path of a freeway, if it 
is to the benefit of the commun- 
ity the house must go — the 
human element seems to be for- 
gotten. Many homes that have 
to be demolished ‘are quite 
habitable; the occupants have 
lived in them for years, and 
when the Country Roads Board 
is required to make a valua- 
tion, it is far too low because 
the money paid in compensation 
would not enable the occupant 
to purchase a new home else- 
where. If a person becomés a 
‘stay-put,’ the community - says,
